ing  and  speaking  rights. 

Enrollment 

up 

As  of  Sept.  5.  1,033 
students  were  enrolled  at 
SJC.  This  is  a  39  student 
increase  from  last  year's 
numbers.  Seven  hundred 
sixty-eight  students, 74 
percent  of  the  total  student 
body,  are  residents. 

New  students  make  up 
34percent  of  the  population 
and  only  two  students  are  re- 
entering.Five  hundred  sixty- 
one  women  and  472  men 
attend  the  college.

The  South  Annex  living  fa¬ 
cility,  located  south  of  campus 
on  Ind.  231,  brings  many  prob¬ 
lems  to  both  the  residents  and 
the  administration. Water  com¬ 
plaints  are  the  most  common.  A 
few  days  after  six  residents 
moved  in,  black  sulphurous  resi¬ 
due  began  to  come  out  of  the 
pipes.  Two  of  the  three  wells 
dried  up  and  water  from  the 
third  was  undrinkable. 

Vice-President  for  Student 
Affairs  Bill  Maniscalco  person¬ 
ally  has  been  delivering  bottled 
water  to  the  women  in  order  for 
them  to  have  something  to  drink 
and  cook  with,  but  they  have 
been  unable  to  do  laundry  and 
showering  has  been  difficult. 
Resident  Teri  Mayer  said  “It's 
bad  to  take  a  shower  and  smell 
worse  than  when  you  went  in." 

In  response  to  the  water 
problem,  the  school  paid  to  have 
a  new  well  dug.  The  water  from 
the  new  well  has  sulphur  and 


ods  for  treating  the  water.  In  the 
meantime,  the  residents  have 
been  showering  on  campus  and 
doing  laundry  either  in  Justin 
Hall  or  in  town. 

South  Annex's  sLx  all-fe¬ 
male  residents  also  said  the 
building  has  no  smoke  detec¬ 
tors  or  fire  alarms  and  no  lights 
in  the  parking  lot.  The  women 
expressed  concern  for  their  safety 
in  the  parking  lot  at  night  if  they 
were  unable  to  see  an  attacker 
hiding  in  the  shadows. 

They  said  they  were  prom¬ 
ised  that  there  would  be  a  phone 
at  the  front  door  so  that  they 
would  know  when  they  have 
visitors.  As  it  is  now,  anyone 
coming  to  the  annex  cannot  be 
heard  unless  someone  is  in  the 
dining  room  or  kitchen. 

Maniscalco  said  smoke  de¬ 
tectors  would  be  installed  this 
week  as  well  as  the  lights  in  the 
parking  lot.  The  front  door  phone 
is  on  order. 

The  Collegel  acquired  the 


year.  The  residents  claimed  that, 
before  they  moved  in.  they  were 
asked  if  they  wanted  to  be  on  the 
cafeteria  meal  plan.  They  opted 
instead  for  a  co-op  kitchen  at  the 
annex.  They  said  they  were  prom¬ 
ised  a  discount  in  the  cafeteria  if 
they  wanted  to  eat  there  be¬ 
tween  classes. 

Maniscalco  said  he  neverau- 
thorized  the  modified  meal  plan 
offer.  A  plan  offering  discounts 
for  all  day  students  is  only  being 
considered  at  this  time,  he  added. 

Residents  like  the  isolation 
of  the  South  Annex  from  the  rest 
of  campus.  At  times,  however, 
they  feel  like  they  are  too  iso¬ 
lated.  They  said  that  they  have 
heard  very  little  of  campus  ac¬ 
tivities  and  that  they  have  very 
little  communication  with  cam¬ 
pus.  They  have  a  box  in  the 
Student  AfTairsOfilce  for  hand¬ 
outs  and  notices,  but  say  no  one 
has  used  it. 

South  Annex  residents  said 
they  will  enjoy  living  there  once 


tion  that ,  while  they  are  paying 
$  1 70  more  than  the  single  room 
rate  in  campus  dormiotorie.  their 
quality  of  life  is  worse  than  on 
campus. 

South  Annex  will  not  be  part 
of  the  lottery  system  used  to  as¬ 
sign  on  campus  housing.  Resi¬ 
dents  are  invited  to  live  there.  To 
be  considered  for  residence  in 
South  Annex,  candidates  had  to 
have  a3.0GPA;  they  couldn't  be 
on  disciplinary  probation.  A 
social  orientation  towards  lead¬ 
ership  or  membership  in  clubs 
and  sports  is  also  considered.  "We 
just  didn't  want  hermits  living 
there,"  Maniscalco  said. 

As  work  proceeds,  there 
should  be  housing  for  1 2  women 
in  the  South  Annex  by  Christ¬ 
mas  and  a  maximum  of  24  rooms 
by  next  fall. 

After  full  housing  is  met, 
there  should  be  a  staff  of  one 
housekeeper,  one  full  time  main¬ 
tenance  worker  and  one  adult  in 
residence  as  a  role  model.

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After  years  of  talk.  Saint  Joseph's  College  pur¬ 
chased  an  off-campus  housing  unit  this  summer  with 
little  preparation.  Now  that  the  College  has  such  a 
facility  available,  problems  are  popping  up.  The  water 
at  the  south  annex  is  black  and  sulphurous  and  un¬ 
drinkable.  The  students  living  there  are  faced  with 
having  to  come  to  campus  to  shower  and  do  laundry. 
Even  though  the  Student  Affairs  office  had  a  good  idea 
in  off-campus  housing,  it  was  obviously  rushed. 

SJC  acquired  the  new  housing  unit  in  late  June 
from  the  Franciscans.  Before  the  religious  order  owned 
it,  it  was  a  motel.  The  question  that  needs  to  be  raised 
is  whether  or  not  the  place  was  suitable  for  living  before 
people  moved  in. 

When  the  students  arrived,  no  smoke  detectors  or 
fire  alams  were  found.  It  seemed  there  was  little 
concern  for  the  safety  of  the  people  living  there.  Along 
with  lire  worries,  many  of  the  residents  expressed 
concern  that  the  parking  lot  was  unlighted. 

The  SJC  administration  appears  to  have  cut  cor¬ 
ners  to  make  a  quick  fix  in  the  housing  situation. 

It  seemed  like  the  administration  wanted  the  extra 
$170  for  the  rooms  (more  than  the  single  room  rate), 
before  they  were  willing  to  make  the  necessary  repairs. 
Charging  extra  money  to  live  at  the  annex  is  absurd 
especially  since  the  residents  have  to  cook  their  own 
meals. 

Students  should  be  treated  as  clients  or  customers 
of  a  school.  But  is  the  administration  pleasing  its 
customers?  It  doesn't  look  like  it.  Administrators  should 
go  out  of  their  way  to  satisfy  the  students  of  SJC.  The 
school  should  not  allow  poor  management  to  ruin  a 
good  thing  like  off-campus  housing.

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New  coaches  enthusiastic  about  1990-91  season

Two  new  coaches  will  be 
giving  the  Saint  Joe  basketball 
program  a  fresh  look  in  the  1990- 
91  season. 

New  women’s  head  coach 
Keith  Freeman  is  a  graduate  of 
Huntington  (Ind.)  College,  where 
he  began  coaching  his  sopho¬ 
more  year,  leading  the  Lady 
Foresters  to  a  National  Chris¬ 
tian  Collegiate  Athletic  Associa¬ 
tion  championship.  He  coached 
the  women  another  year  and 
was  appointed  men's  head  coach 
in  1985.  He  retained  this  posi¬ 
tion  until  1989.  Last  year,  he 
taught  business  at  Humtington, 
but  did  not  coach. 

Freeman  came  to  Saint  Joe 
to  return  to  coaching.  “It  was  a 
good  opportunity  to  come  into  a 
winning  program.”  he  said. 
Freeman  didn't  sign  on  until  late 
July,  so  he  missed  out  on  the 
recruiting  process.  Neverthe¬ 
less.  Freeman  is  pleased  with 
the  results.  “I  was  impressed 


with  the  quality  of  student  ath¬ 
letes  we  have  .  .  .  the  girls'  CPA's 
averaged  3.25 . .  .and  the  friend¬ 
liness  of  the  athletes  on  cam¬ 
pus." 

A  preliminary  preview  of  the 
girls'  basketball  team  still  leaves 
questions  in  the  air.  It  is  much 
too  early  to  tell  what  kind  of 
season  the  girls  will  have;  they 
won't  compete  until  Nov.  23.  But 
Freeman  believes  that  the  girls 
have  great  potential. 

“There  are  things  you  can 
control  and  things  you  cannot, 
like  injuries.  Right  now,  we  have 
a  lot  of  people  hurt.  If  we  get 
healthy,  we  should  be  very 
competitive."  As  for  filling  in  the 
large  offensive  void  left  by  Puma 
alltime  scoring  leader  and 
sparkplug  Jeannette  Yeoman. 
Freeman  commented,  “You  don't 
replace  a  star  (like  Yeoman)  with 
one.  You  need  four  or  five.  But 
1  think  we  have  the  calibre  of 
players  to  do  that." 

Freeman  plans  an  exciting 


uptempo  game,  using  a  pres¬ 
sure  defense  to  set  up  transi¬ 
tions.  “You'll  see  lots  of  sideline 
breaks,  and  we'll  push  the  ball 
up  the  court.  We'll  run  when 
we're  up  and  when  we're  down. 
Conditioning  will  have  a  big 
impact  on  our  game." 

As  a  coaching  philosophy. 
Freeman  employs  positive  rein¬ 
forcement  as  often  as  possible. 
“I  have  a  positive  approach  to 
the  game,  and  try  to  treat  every 
situation  that  way.  . .  the  people 
we  have  playing  are  anywhere 
from  18-22  years  old;  they're 
adults.  I'll  treat  them  as  adults 
as  long  as  they  act  like  adults." 

Men  s  assistant  coach  Jack 
Trainer  is  an  1 1-year  veteran  of 
the  trade.  Most  recently.  Trainer 
coached  at  Earlham  (Ind.)  Col¬ 
lege.  The  year  before,  he  was  at 
Ohio  U.  at  Athens.  Trainer  spent 
his  first  five  years  at  his  alma 
mater,  Waverly  (Ohio)  High 
School  and  one  at  Rio  Grande 
(Ohio)  College,  before  a  two-year 


interim  as  head  coach  and  ath¬ 
letic  director  at  Peebles  (Ohio). 
In  the  past.  Trainer  has  won 
conference  championships  and 
district  finalist  positions. 

Trainer  has  experience  in  a 
variety  of  roles.  “I've  worked  for 
five  different  people,  and  that’s 
been  a  positive.  At  Ohio,  I  was 
the  “  X  and  O  “  man,  more  the 
basketball  man:  I  didn't  recruit." 
Trainer  has  proven  his  versatil¬ 
ity,  including  last  season  for 
Earlham,  as  a  recruiter.  His 
adaptability  and  ability  to  relate 
to  several  roles  makes  him  valu¬ 
able  to  any  organization. 

At  Saint  Joe,  Trainer  per¬ 
ceives  his  role  as  a  recruiter,  at 
least  for  now.  All  recruiting  peri¬ 
ods  are  NCAA-regulated,  so 
Trainer  works  a  strict  and  tight 
schedule.  He  spent  July  draw¬ 
ing  evaluations,  driving  to  Pitts¬ 
burgh,  Louisville,  Chicago,  Co¬ 
lumbus,  Dayton  and  Cincinnati. 
During  the  evaluation  period. 
Trainer  was  allowed  to  make 


contacts  only  through  coaches 
and  telephone.  Since  then,  the 
“quiet  period"  has  been  enforced . 
No  scouting  can  be  done,  but 
phone  and  mail  contact  remains. 
Presently,  the  contact  period  is 
in  place.  Since  last  Friday, 
Trainer  has  been  back  at  his 
evaluation  points,  talking  with 
players  and  their  parents,  pitch¬ 
ing  the  Puma  program  and  ar¬ 
ranging  for  campus  visits.  He 
has  six  definite  prospects  on  his 
itinerary,  and  anticipate  three 
or  four  more. 

Trainer  is  excited,  because 
the  College  gives  two  full  schol¬ 
arships,  and  hopes  his  work  pays 
off  in  November  during  the  early 
signing  period. 

Through  all  of  the  racing 
around,  Trainer  remains  cheer¬ 
ful  and  enthusiastic  about  his 
present  position.  “It's  really  been 
a  lot  of  fun.  I  feel  very  fortunate 
...  I  love  my  job  because  I  never 
know  what's  going  to  come  down 
the  pike." 


Slaby  on  military  call

Naval  Reserves  captain 
Frank  Slaby  has  “no  reserva¬ 
tions"  about  the  United  States' 
response  to  the  Iraqi  invasion  of 
Kuwait.  The  professor  of  busi¬ 
ness  of  administration  waits  to 
be  called  to  his  duties  if  war 
breaks  out  in  the  Middle  East. 

“I  have  no  reservations 
about  us  having  a  force  in  the 
world  to  deal  with  the  viola¬ 
tions  of  sovereignty  like  we  had 
in  Kuwait.  Slaby  said.  “If  Por¬ 
tugal's  sovereignity  was  threat¬ 
ened  like  Kuwait's  was.  we 
would  have  been  there  just  as 
fast." 

He  also  mentioned  the  prob¬ 
lem  with  the  oil  came  secondary 
to  the  concerns  of  the  armed 


forces,  and  he  found  that  the 
media's  coverage  was  biased  in 
this  respect. 

“Anyone  who  perceives  it 
any  differently  is  out  of  touch 
with  reality,"  Slaby  concluded. 

Slaby  doesn't  know  at  this 
time  where  he  will  be  stationed 
Lr  military  reserves  are  mobi¬ 
lized.  If  this  should  happen, 
“We'd  be  expected  to  do  our  job 
like  any  loyal  American  would 
do  it,”  he  said. 

Slaby's  rank  lies  one  short 
of  admiral,  and  he  has  30  years 
in  the  reserves  command.  Three 
hundred  fifty  subordinates  and 
seven  different  commands  are 
under  him.  He  has  also  com¬ 
manded  forces  in  the  Western 
Pacific.

Other 
people  who  came  to  help  were 
truck  drivers  that  had  a  work¬ 
ing  knowledge  of  all  machinery 
and  could  assist  at  any  time. 
People  who  even  had  minor 
damage  to  their  own  house  were 
out  there  helping  the  people 
who  weren't  so  lucky. 

There  is  a  particular  group 
of  gentlemen  and  ladies  that  the 
victims  do  owe  a  bit  of  gratitude 
toward.  Although  they  don't 
want  it  and  won’t  accept  it  the 
people  who  worked  our  life  lines 
deserve  a  round  of  applause. 
No,  they  aren't  the  doctors  and 
nurses,  although  they  do  de¬ 
serve  some  recognition. 

No.  they  are  the  men  and 
women  who  operate  and  own 
short-wave  radios.  These  people 
have  been  out  there  since  mo¬ 
ments  after  the  tornado  hap¬ 
pened,  and  I  imagine  they  will 
be  out  there  for  days  to  come. 

You  may  never  have  heard 
of  them,  but  they  were  out  there. 
They  helped  let  people  know  of 


survivors  and  helped  locate 
supplies  and  assistance. 

With  immediate  phone  lines 
down,  this  was  the  only  source 
of  communication.  Without 
short-wave  radio  operators,  I 
think  we  would  have  survived 
any  way.  but  they  just  made  it  a 
whole  lot  easier. 

On  Labor  Day,  I  took  a  trip 
out  there  to  visit  the  area.  1 
figured  it  had  been  almost  a 
week  since  the  destruction  so 
not  many  people  would  be  out 
there.  I  was  wrong.

refuge.  Nothing  had  calmed 
down,  especially  not  the  spirit. 
As  I  drove  by  some  of  the  houses 
and  businesses  that  weren't  to¬ 
tally  gone,  but  weren’t  able  to  be 
accupied,  I  noticed  a  certain 
trend  among  the  victims.  They 
had  taken  cans  of  spray  paint 
and.  in  huge  letters  on  the  boards 
covering  the  windows,  they  had 
written,  "We  ll  be  back!" 

There  were  also  American 
flags  nailed  onto  their  dwellings. 
That  really  says  more  about  the

Aug.  28  around  3:15  p.m., 
four  class-four  tornadoes  dev¬ 
astated  the  southern  suburbs 
ofChicago.  Plainfield,  Joliet  and 
Crest  Hill  were  ravaged  by  the 
cruel  forces  of  nature.  The  path 
was  a  quarter-  mile  wide  with  an 
aftermath  that  led  us  to  believe 
that  there  was  no  mercy.  Since 
the  day  the  "winds  of  the  Gods" 
touched  down,  old-timers  who 
remember  the  tornado  that 
ripped  through  Oak  Lawn  in 
1967  still  stare  in  awe  at  the 
damage  this  one  has  caused.

1.  Students  have  the  right  to  inspect  and 
review  their  education  records.  Procedures  for 
this  inspection  are  given  in  statements  that  follow. 

2.  Education  records  are  kept  in  the  follow¬ 
ing  locations.  The  officer  to  contact  in  each  case: 

a.  Grades,  graduation  information,  proba¬ 
tion  notices  and  the  like:  Registrar,  Saint  Joseph’s 
College.  These  records  areshared  by:Vice  Presi¬ 
dent  for  Academic  Affairs,  Saint  Joseph’s  Col¬ 
lege.

3.  Any  request  by  a  student  to  challenge  the 
content  or  accuracy  of  any  education  records  is  to 
be  directed  in  writing  to  the  appropriate  officer.  In 
the  cases  of  a.  and  b.  above,  the  officer  will  arrange 
to  have  the  challenge  heard  by  the  Academic 
Cabinet  In  the  case  of  c.,  d.  and  e.  above,  the 
hearing  body  will  be  the  Student  Life  Committee. 

4.  Procedures  in  the  various  offices: 

a.  Office  of  the  Registrar 

1.  Inspection  and  Review  of  Education 
Records 

(a)  The  student  may  inspect  all  records  in 
the  Registrar’s  office  pertaining  to  himself,  or 
herself.  The  following  procedures  will  be  fol¬ 
lowed  : 

(1)  The  student  may  inspect  the  record  only 
in  the  presence  of  those  having  custody  of  the 
records. 

(2)  No  records  may  be  removed,  repro¬ 
duced,  or  changed  without  permission  of  the  cus¬ 
todian  of  the  records. 

(b)  If  a  student  wishes  to  challenge  the 
content  of  the  records  or  their  accuracy,  he  or  she 
may  request  a  hearing  before  the  Academic  Cabi¬ 
net  or  a  subcommittee  authorized  by  the  Cabinet 
for  this  purpose. 

(c)  The  folders  in  the  files  arc  available  for 
inspection  by  the  Guidance  OfTice  without  student 
permission.  Other  members  of  the  staff  and  fac¬ 
ulty  who  have  a  legitimate  reason  for  inspecting 
the  folders  must  make  the  request  in  writing, 
staling  their  reason  for  the  request.  This  written 
request  will  be  kept  in  the  student’s  folder. 

2.  Release  of  Records 

(a)  Student  records  in  the  Registrar’s  Office 
are  under  the  joint  custody  of  the  Vice  President 


for  Academic  Affairs  and  the  Registrar.  The 
records,  therefore,  are  available  to  them  and  to 
their  staffs  without  student  permission. 

(b)  Copies  of  student  grades  and  test  scores 
may  be  released  to  the  Guidance  Office,  to  the 
Financial  Aid  Office  for  purpose  of  establishing 
eligibility  for  financial  aid,  and  to  those  faculty 
members  who  have  a  legitimate  reason  for  the 
information,  and  to  parents  of  dependent  students. 

(c)  Student  records  may  not  be  released  to 
any  person  or  agency  outside  the  College  without 
the  student’s  written  permission,  with  the  follow¬ 
ing  exceptions: 

(1)  The  student  may  in  a  given  case  waive 
his  right  to  restrict  release  of  his  record  to  written 
permission,  and  thus  release  if  orally. 

(2)  Records  may  be  released  without  the 
student’s  permission  by  court  order,  under  sub¬ 
poena,  or  under  conditions  set  forth  in  HEW 
regulation  99.35  to  authorized  representatives. 

(3)  Records  already  available  from  public 
sources  may  be  released  without  prior  permission. 

(4)  To  officials  of  another  school  or  school 
system  inn  which  the  student  seeks  or  intends  to 
enroll,  subject  to  the  requirements  set  forth  in 
HEW  regulation  99.34. 

(5)  Safeguarding  the  student’s  right  to  ref¬ 
use  to  permit  the  designation  of  any  of  the  follow¬ 
ing  items  as  directory  information,  these  items 
will  be  considered  directory  information:  name, 
address,  attendance,  previous  institutions  attended , 
awards,  honors  (includes  Dean's  list),  degrees 
conferred  (including  dates). 

3.  Amendment  of  Education  Record  No 
grades,  once  submitted  to  the  Registrar’s  Office, 
can  be  changed  apart  from  removal  of  I  grades, 
except  by  written  petition  of  the  teacher  to  the  vice 
President  for  Academic  A  ffairs.  The  student  will 
initiate  the  process  by  petitioning  the  teacher  for  a 
change  of  grade. 

b.  Office  of  the  Vice  President  for  Aca¬ 
demic  affairs 

1.  The  academic  records  and  appeals  of 
students  subject  to  dismissal  arc  available  to  the 
Academic  Cabinet,  which  rules  on  probation  and 
dismissal. 

2.  The  academic  records  and  appeals  of 
dismissed  or  withdrawn  students  who  apply  for 


readmission  are  available  to  the  Academic  Cabi¬ 
net,  which  rules  on  such  readmissions. 

3.  The  academic  records  of  students  who 
petition  the  Academic  Cabinet  for  special  permis¬ 
sion  are  available  to  the  Academic  Cabinet 

4.  The  Vice  President  for  Academic  c  Af¬ 
fairs  will  release  information  about  current  and 
former  students  only  (a)  with  the  student’s  wntten 
permission,  or  (b)  under  court  order  or  subpoena. 

5.  All  other  use  by  the  Vice  President  for 
Academic  Affairs  of  student  records  will  be  as 
provided  in  the  Registrar’s  policy. 

c.  Financial  Aid  Office 

1 .  Dependent  students  may  not  inspect  or 
request  copies  of  the  Parents  Confidential  State¬ 
ment  without  the  consent  of  the  pa  rent  or  guardian. 

2.  Independent  or  self-supporting  students 
have  the  right  to  inspect  their  own  financial  aid 
records.  Ihc  following  procedures  will  be  fol¬ 
lowed: 

(a)  Ihe  student  may  inspect  the  record  only 
in  the  presence  of  those  having  custody  of  the 
records. 

(b)  No  records  may  be  removed,  repro¬ 
duced,  or  changed  without  permission  of  the  cus¬ 
todian  of  the  records. 

(c)  If  a  student  wishes  to  challenge  the 
content  of  the  records  or  their  accuracy,  he  or  she 
may  request  a  hearing  before  the  Academic  Cabi¬ 
net  or  a  subcommittee  authorized  by  the  Cabinet 
for  this  purpose. 

3.  In  all  other  respects  financial  aid  infor¬ 
mation  is  confidential  and  is  available  only  to  the 
Director  of  Student  Financial  Aid  and  his  staff.  It 
may  not  be  released  from  the  office  or  used  in  any 
personally  identifiable  way  except  for  purposes  of 
financial  aid  without  the  written  consent,  explicit 
or  implied,  of  the  parents  or  guardians  in  the  case 
of  dependent  students,  or  without  their  own  con¬ 
sent  in  the  case  of  independent  or  self-supporting 
students. 

d.  Office  of  Guidance 

1 .  Release  of  Information

able  (except  personality  tests)  to  any  faculty 
member  or  administrator  who  has  a  legitimate

(b)  Information  in  the  student’s  file  will  be 
provided  to  individuals  (other  that  faculty  mem¬ 
bers  or  administrators)  and  agencies  only  with  the 
written  permission  of  the  student  involved  or  a 
court  order. 

2.  Right  of  Inspection 

(a)  Every  student  has  a  right  to  see  his  or  her 
record  with  the  Guidance  Counselor  present  and 
available  to  interpret  tests  results. 

e.  Office  of  Placement 

The  student  prepares  the  file  maintained  in 
the  Placement  Office.  The  only  other  documents 
prepared  by  someone  else  arc  educational  and 
character  references. 

1 .  Right  of  Inspection 

(a)  Student  files  may  not  be  released  to  any 
person  or  agency  without  the  student's  wntten 
petmission,  with  the  following  exceptions 

(1)  'Ihc  student  may  in  a  given  case  waive 
the  right  to  restrict  release  of  his  or  her  file  to 
written  permission,  and  thus  release  it  orally. 

(2)  'Ihc  student  may  in  writing  generally 
release  the  file  to  any  prospective  employer  inter¬ 
ested  in  his  or  her  employment. 

(b)  Record  is  maintained  of  each  authorized 
release  of  information. 

2.  Release  of  Information 

(a)  The  student  may  inspect  his  or  her  file  at 
any  time  with  a  member  of  the  Placement  staff 
present. 

(b)  The  student  file  is  under  the  custody  of 
the  Placement  Office,  and  therefore  is  available  to 
the  Placement  staff. 

f.  Office  of  the  Dean  of  Student  Services 
Infonnation  will  not  be  disclosed  from  a  student's 
file  without  the  student’s  prior  consent  except  to 
those  auihoriz.ed  by  section  99.31  of  the  Act 
When  information  is  disclosed,  a  record  of  the 
information  and  to  whom  it  is  disclosed  will  be 
made  in  the  student’s  file.  Students  or  the  parcni(s) 
of  dependent  students  shall  be  pcnnitied  to  inspect 
and  review  their  records  and  have  the  nghi  to 
explanations  and  interpretations.  Students  also 
have  the  right  to  request  that  iha  r  files  by  amended 
through  judicial  process.

In  order  to  motivate 
the  students,  she  uses  discus¬ 
sion  and  feels  that  students  will 
come  to  some  understanding  of 
the  topic. 

“I  want  to  be  a  catalyst,"  Hall 
said.  “I  want  to  help  them  find 
their  truth."

This  is  one  problem  that 
Mary  Ayoub  has  with  her  par¬ 
ents.

I 
mean  I'm  18  years  old,  and  my 
mother  still  calls  me  every  other 
night  to  see  what  I'm  up  to,"  she 
said.

Although  Mike  Erwin  feels 
closer  with  his  entire  family  now, 
he  still  has  one  complaint  about 
his  relationship  with  his  par¬ 
ents.  He  said,  “I  wish  they’d 
send  more  money.  I'd  like  twen¬ 
ties  instead  of  five's." 


Moyzis,  Puma  diamond  assault  squadron  aim  high

In  Collegeville,  "fallball"  is 
underway.  These  guys  won't  be 
tossing  the  pill  and  each  other 
around  the  gridiron,  but  they've 
been  hard  at  „work  for  three 
weeks,  practicing  and  playing 
on  the  diamond.  For  those  of 
you  who  don't  know,  baseball  at 
Saint  Joe  comes  twice  a  year. 
This  year,  the  Pumas  are  sport¬ 
ing  a  new  look. 

An  expanded  schedule  has 
Saint  Joe  battling  sixteen  Divi¬ 
sion  I  ballclubs,  including 
Creighton,  Northwestern,  Notre 
Dame,  Wisconsin  and  Purdue. 
The  playing  field  has  been  refur¬ 
bished  and  plans  for  an  improved 
press  box  are  undemay.  A  jun¬ 
ior  varsity  schedule  enables  all 
of  this  year’s  players  to  get  op¬ 
portunities  to  prove  themselves. 
But  most  importantly,  is  that 
this  year's  crop  has  proven  their 
talent  before  and  is  ready  to  go. 

Second-year  coach  Mike 
Moyzis  has  high  expectations  for 
this  year's  bunch,  and  with  good 
reason.  They've  got  everything  it 
takes  to  win.  Senior  catcher  Rob 
Coffel  returns,  along  with  short¬ 
stop  Chad  Maxwell  and  pitchers 


Mike  Pfeiffer  and  Rob  Vaughan, 
to  lead  a  seasoned  group  of  re¬ 
turning  starters  and  several 
bluechip  freshman. 

Moyzis,  who  joined  the  Puma 
coaching  staff  last  July,  had  his 
first  taste  of  recruiting  this 
summer.  His  past  achievements 
include  coaching  leading  rival 
Lewis  to  an  NCAA  College  World 
Series  championship,  with  a  club 
that  in  his  opinion,  greatly  re¬ 
sembles  this  year's  Puma  squad. 

Some  of  Moyzis'  major  con¬ 
cerns  include  team  unity  and 
depth.  “When  I  got  the  [coach¬ 
ing)  job,  I  didn’t  have  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  focus  in  on  the  team's 
needs  in  terms  of  position," 
Moyzis  explained. 

But  this  year,  the  whole 
organization  will  be  sporting  a 
new  look.  “With  the  group  we 
have  back  and  our  recruits.  .  . 
we’re  full,  with  talent  at  each 
position,  enough  that  there  is  no 
complacency.  Players  will  push 
each  other." 

Along  with  the  new  depth, 
Moyzis  commented  that  the 
players  are  developing  friend¬ 
ships  which  will  trigger  that 
chemistry  the  Pumas  will  need  if 


they  are  to  dominate. 

Adding  to  that  chemistry  are 
six  freshmen  who  have  already 
played  together,  representing 
Chicago  in  the  Big  League  World 
Series  against  Taiwan,  Puerto 
Rico  and  California  teams. 

Overall,  Coach  Moyzis  feels 
that  the  timetable  he  and  his 
coaching  staff  set  when  they 
arrived  has  come  together  as 
well  as  could  be  expected.  Moyzis 
stresses  maintaining  high  aca¬ 
demic  standings  as  top  priority, 
in  addition  hard  work  on  the 
field.  He  feels  the  players  should 
be  able  to  maintain  their  dreams 
of  playing  professionally,  as  long 
as  they  remain  realistic  and 
achieve  gradewise. 

Coach  Moyzis  reminds  all 
students,  faculty  and  staff  at 
Saint  Joe  to  come  out  and  sup¬ 
port  what  is  shaping  up  to  be  an 
exciting  year  of  baseball  for  the 
Pumas,  and  thanks  those  of  you 
who  did  so  last  season.

Puma  crunch - 
men  drop  pair, 
dig  for  victory

Searching  for  its  first  victory,  the  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph  College  football  team  will  look  to  defeat  the 
University  of  Indianapolis  this  Saturday.  The 
Pumas  are  coming  off  losses  to  Grand  Valley  State 
and  Butler. 

The  Pumas  traveled  to  Indianpolis  to  play 
host  Butler  University  on  Sept.  8.  Butler  nipped 
the  Pumas  17-10.  It  was  SJC's  ninth  consecutive 
loss  to  BU.  Puma  All-American  candidate  Jimmy 
Allen  was  limited  to  52  yards  on  24  carries. 

SJC  gridders  played  with  the  ninth  ranked 
team  in  the  NCAA  Div.II  on  Sept.  1,  Grand  Valley 
State,  for  one  quarter  that  is.  Then  the  strength  of 
the  Lakers  took  over  and  drowned  the  Pumas,  58- 
16.  The  GVS  offense  netted  503  yards  in  total  of¬ 
fense  while  SJC  gained  only  106. 

They  were  just  too  good.  We  played  good  for 
one  quarter,  but  we  had  to  be  that  way  for  four," 
said  head  coach  Bill  Reagan. 

Allen  was  limited  to  57  yards  on  16  hauls. 
As  a  team.  SJC  only  ran  for  1 3  yards.  Starting 
quarterback  Joe  Stites  completed  nine  of  seven¬ 
teen  passes  for  70  yards,  but  was  sacked  seven 
times.  Backup  quarterback  Dave  Richa  replaced 
Stites  late  In  the  game.  Linebacker  Matt  Brace's 
1 3  tackles  were  not  enough  to  stop  the  high  power 
Laker  offense.

Angelou's  talk  was  bene¬ 
ficial  in  that  it  “motivated  us  and

Owens  said  that  Angelou 
made  the  students  “realize  that 
it  was  a  struggle  for  their  par¬ 
ents  to  give  their  kids  such  great 
opportunities.”  such  as  the 
chance  to  go  to  college.
